trees. They were felled, hewed, 
cut, in square sticks and then 
John Austin with a fonr-ox-team 
hauled them down to the flat land 
near the Lead Mine cemetery where 
the barn was framed. It requires 
much skill to set out the frame¬ 
work of a building, but after all 
the lines are drawn, anyone who 
knows how to use a chisel can cut 
the various mortises and tenons. 
Among the Crew which Mr. New¬ 
ell employed on this work were 
Augustus Newell and Roswell 
Peabody, boys of sixteen and 
seventeen. 

When all the pieces were ready 
to put together, ..they were rafted 
down the river to Mr. JBurbauk’s 
and piled up until the next year 
(1852) when a barn 42x81 was 
built just across the road from the 
house. A raising was always 
made a festive occasion, and 
many people from both towns at¬ 
tended this oner Stick after stick 
was skillfully lifted to its place 
and securely pinned until the 
frame, a white network of lumber, 
stood straight and firm against 
the dark green background of the 
surrounding hills. 

Dinner was served on a long 
table placed in the dooryard. All 
the old time dainties were provid¬ 
ed, beans, brown-bread and Indian 
pudding baked in the brick oven, 
pumpkin, apple and mince pies, 
and I am almost certain they had 
twisted doughnuts and molasses 
cake, too.' 

Thereafter for many summers 
the fragrant hay was piled to the 
great beams for the winter use of 
the long tie-up full of cattle. 
Every autumn the floor was strewn 
with ripened corn and merry par¬ 
ties husked out the golden ears. 
Children played “7 spy ” in the 
dark nooks and corners, racing 
with shrill, sweet laughter across 
the long stretch of floor to reach 
the goal. 

The years went by and the old 
homestead passed successively 
through the hands of Jedediah 
Lary, Dearborn Austin, Andrew 
Jewett, Hazen a nd M ilton Evans 
until in 1896 "it was purchased by 
Tallyrand Lary, a nephew of the 
original ownefand a life-long resi¬ 
dent on the adjoining farm. In 
the spring of 1903 John Newell, a 
sou of William Newell, was em¬ 
ployed to take down this barn and 
rebuild it over a basement on the 
north side of Mr. Lary’s home 
barn. July 21 invitations that 
were eagerly accepted were sent 
for the raising. 

No gathering of any ‘kind in 
Gilead is complete without the 
band and the ladies. Mr. Lary 
wbo is certainly an enthusiastic 
admirer of the baud, and doubtless

both in his invitations. As one 
remarked : “It was a picnic witfi a 
raising instead of a base, ball 
game.” The side hill below the 
house made a fine grandstand for 
the spectators and here the band 
played before the real work of the 
day began. Putting up the frame¬ 
work of a large building is always 
an anxious operation for the head 
carpenter, but all went well on 
this occasion, and in a few hours 
the old barn was. transformed into 
the beginning of a new one. Din¬ 
ner was served in the dooryard 
and the long table was loaded and 
reloaded until over a hundred had 
dined. Jason Kimball, Henry 
Wight and Josiah Heath helped 
raise the barn the first time and 
after an interval of more than 
fifty years were present at the 
second raising, 

Mr. and Mrs. Lary appreciate 
and acknowledge the kindness of 
the friends'who assisted',on the 
building, the ladies who waited on 
the tables, and the band boys 
whose music added so much to 
the pleasure of the day. On the 
other hand all who were present 
unitfin thanking their genial host 
and his wife for “a grand, good 
time” and wishing for them hap¬ 
piness and prosperity. 

And when another fifty years 
has gone by may the memories 
connected with this barn be as 
pleasant to recall by those then 
living, as are those of the paBt 
half century to us of to-day.
